Sr. Louis, Jan. 9.—A special from 
Guthrie, O. T., says: Much excite- 
ment prevails here regarding the pres- 
ent Indian outlook. Grave apprehen- 
sions are felt, and trouble is expected 
as soon as the disarming of the In- 
dians begins. Reports regarding the 
seriousness of the situation have been 
withheld by correspondents, but it is 
no longer a secret that trouble is im- 
minent, and the facts must be promul- 
gated. The settlers along the reserva- 
tion borders, of course, are more 
alarmed, their position being most 
critical. 

Kingfisher is in aturore. George B, 
Laing of that place came to this city 
and sought the office of United States 
Marshal Grimes. Laing states that a 
militia company has been hurriedly 
organized there, and a company of 
minute men also formed. 

The Indian scare in this Territory is 
no longer a fake, and within a week’s 
time, at the longest, Kingfisher and 
other border towns will be under con- 
stant picket guard. Laing stated that 
the Cheyenne and Arapahoe Indians 
came into Kingfisher and purchased 
every cartridge that could be had.

School Law Changed,

SPRINGFIELD (Ill.), Jan. 9.—The 
State Senate, in accordance with the 
action of the caucus of the Democrats 
last night, will introduce for repeal 
the compulsory educational law and 
substitute an enactment which prac- 
tically concedes to the sectarian op- 
ponents to the present law all they 
demanded during the last campaign.

Our economists have 
discovered that it is time for us to 
set the pace as to silver, and free 
coinage will be that pace.”

A GEOGRAPHICAL DISPLAY, ° 


An Extensive Exhibit of School Apparatus 
to Be Made at Brooklyn Next Year. 

Since early last spring the depart- 
ment of geography of the Brooklyn In- 
stitute has been engaged in collecting 
from leading countries geographical: 
appliances used in schools and libra- 
ries. It secured for this enterprise the 
indorsement and co-operation of the 
scientific bureaus at Washington and of 
many prominent educators. It expects, 
says the New York Sun, to open the 
exhibition early next year. Nearly 
every steamer is bringing geographical 


lishers and manufacturers intend to be 
well represented. Mostof the famous 
geographical houses of Europe say they 
will take part in the exhibition. The 
collection will include maps, atlases, 
globes, etc., by the most famous pro- 
ducers of these articles in the world. 
Within the past two weeks the list of 
foreign contributors has had ten addi- 
tions, and there is every prospect that 
sixty or more of the geographical houses 
of Europe will be represented. 

It is intended to exhibit this collec- 
tion first in Brooklyn and later in New 
York and other cities. It will then be 
returned to the Brooklyn Institute to 
form a permanent collection, where 
every one interested in studying and 
comparing the best products in the geo- 
graphical line will have ample oppor- 
tunity fordoing so. The collection will 
be catalogued and so arranged as to fa- 


The department is collecting from all 
over the world data relating to the posi- 
tion of geography in the schools and 
methods of geographical instruction. 
Over a thousand circulars containing 
lists of questions have been sent to edu- 
cators with reference to this feature of 
the work. Voluminous information is 
being received, and these reports will 
be compiled and published. It is ex- 
pected that this publication will be of 
great assistance to teachers, and will 
advance the interests of geography in 
this country. 

It is hoped to make this exhibition a 
leading educational feature in this 
country during the coming year, and 
the Brooklyn Institute is likely, soon to 
possess a finer lot of geographical ma 
terial than can be found in any similar 
collection in this country.

DEATH VALLEY. 


Ite Dangers Disappear Before the 
Steps of the Prospector. 

Late reports from Washington are 
to the effect that the Government is 
fitting out a well equipped expedition 
to explore and map out the far-famed 
Death Valley, which is located in the 
southern part of California, and the 
northern part of which stretches into 
Nevada in the neighborhood of Grape- 
vine Springs. While this is some- 
thing to be desired and will without 
doubt result in much good, there is 
manifested a feeling of wonderful im- 
portance concerning a simple prospect- 
ing trip, as looked at by those who 
know the region. There are many 
prospectors near that locality now, 
and this writer knows them person- 
ally, who would willingly act as guides 
to the Government expeditian, and 
guard thém from all harm; post them 
how to dodge a “« side-winder,”? and 
how to tame a ‘‘ chuck-walla;’’ where 
to find the springs and how to utilize 
the mesquite berry, and find them a 
good camping place for every day and 
night while in the dreaded re wo es 

ou 


are inhabited by men _ thoroughly 
familiar with every part of that region, 
which is popularly supposed to be 
wrapped in awe and mystery. This 
writer, over fifteen years ago, lived 
on the borders of this at one time 
: eaded region, and, while there is no 
denying the fact that in hot weather 
travel there is accompanied with some 
danger, still the pioneer will laugh at 
the precautionary measures that the 
Government expedition is reported to 
be taking. In illustration of the in- 
difference concerning the terrors of 
Death Valley, this writer quotes from 
his note book, during a trip on its 
border over fifteen years ago, as fol- 
lows, describing the. view .from the 
summit of the Argus range: 

“Coming up the canyon, we had, 
with steady downcast gaze, wearied 
our eyes and puzzled our. brains in 
looking at and trying to conjure botan- 
ical names for the few specimens of 
hideous, gnarled and horby freaks of 
vegetable monstrosities, which, in- 
truding, caused the trail to crook in 
zigzags, for the horses didn’t care to 
brush against them. Reaching the 
summit, our attention was diverted 
from a contemplation of cactus, sage 
and greasewood, to the scene spread 
out around us. Before us, across the 
vacant, verdureless desert, was the 
Panamint mountains, bleak and bare 
in their naked barrenness, and beyond 
them towered in silent gloom the 
Funeral mountains that shadow and 
pall that solemn solitude, the desolate 
and dreaded Death Valley. The very 
air that hovers over the dreary) re- 
gion seems lifeless, and the appropri- 
ats name-attached to it casts addi- 
tional dread upon the beholder and 
causes a feeling of sadness while view- 
ing it and reflecting upon its barren 
sterility, all of which would be 
ood for sentimental clap-trap if we 
were not aware of the existence of a 
hog ranch located at-an excellent 
spring right inthe midst of this myth- 
ical ath Valley.’”’ And.the last 
item was the prosiest fact of all, for 
Charlie King then had a hog ranch 
located at nnett’s Springs on the 
west side of Death Valley and was 
raising hogs for the F Panamint market.

STATE EXPENSES. 


The Gazette’s Article Discussed 
by a Clese Observer. 
Carson, Jan. 8, 1891. 

Eprror Gazette: Your article on 
retrenchment of State expenses was 
well received by all who had the 
pleasure of perusing it—that is to say, 
as far as the elective State officers are 
concerned—and here I submit to the 
Gazetre what the opinion of myself 
and most of Ormsby county’s thinking 
people is on the all-important subject. 
It seems to be the determination of 
property-owners all through the State 
to demand of the incoming Legislature 


retrenchment in the governmental 
expenses of the State, in order that 
immigration of the right class may be 
secured, but whether or not such will 
be the result of our incoming solons’ 
deliberations is an enigma to be solved 
by eventsonly. Judging from a know- 
ledge of the legislators-elect, I premise 
—and in this express the opinion of 
the majority in this and neighborin 

counties—that not very much 

can be expected from those compris- 
ing the legislative session of 1891. 

Still that should not cause property- 
owners to become lax in their de- 
mands for honest legislation, but, on 
the contrary, act as an incentive to 
prove what voz populi means. 

In my opinion the State Controller 
needs a deputy or elerk ; the Surveyor- 
General, under present circumstances, 
must have a deputy, and right here 
deputyship ends, as far as the State 
Government is concerned. 

The State has no more right what- 
ever to provide the Governor with a 
Private retary than with a car- 
riage, horses, coachman and footmen, 
for his salary is — enough to en- 
able iim to furnish all such luxuries 
without aid from the poor, tax-ridden 
people. The State has no more need 
for a Lieutenant-Goyernor than a coach 
for seven wheels, but if the law-makers 
think such a handle necessary to help 
move the Gubernatorial throne, let 
him perform the duties of Supreme 
Clerk and State Librarian in person, 
and not by deputy. 

As you remark, the number of Leg- 
islators should be reduced toforty, ind 
instead of biennial, quadriennial ses- 
sions be held, and the per diem so 
reduced that none but able, well-to-do 
gentlemen couid afford to accept a 
position in either house. 

The State does not want to pay men 
to make laws who imagine that the 
term sine die signifies Sabbath day, 
or who, in writing a resolution to be 
inserted in the record by the Journal 
Clerk, composes an article in which 
not over three words are correctly 
spelled; but such will be the case 
until United States Senators are 
elected by direct vote of the people, 
and the importation of men from out- 
side counties and States to represent 
us at home and:the Nation’s Capital
